Examiner's Statement for Reasons of Allowance 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 1 1\ 0/08. Claims 1,2, 
4-7, 9, 10, 12-15, and 17-20 are pending. Claims 1, 4, and 9 have been amended. 
Claims 3, 8, 1 1 , and 1 6 have been canceled. In light of the amendments made to the 
claims, the prior art rejections have been overcome. Thus claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 10, 12-15, 
and 17-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention of a washing machine having a leakage preventing part having a first, second, 
and third connecting member wherein these members are formed as a continuous 
member, and a deformation preventing part, and laundry-stuck preventing part as 
claimed in independent claims 1 and 9, inter alia, have not been taught or fairly 
disclosed by the prior art of record.
